Keep  the  soil  mellOAA" 
and  free  from  Aveeds  during  the  summer  and  in  the 
fall  or  succeeding  spring  the  plants  should  be 
set  about  one  foot  apart  and  the  croAAUi  four  inches 
beloAA’  the  surface.  The  beds  should  be  narroAA’  so  as 
to  permit  of  cutting  to  the  center.  Before  AAdnter 
coA’er  the  transplanted  beds  Avith  about  four  inches  of 
manure.  Salt  is  an  excellent  manure  for  asparagus. 
SoAv  a little  on  the  surface  in  the  spring  and  it  aauII 
keep  doAA’ii  the  AA’eeds.  The  young  tops  maj-  be  cut 
for  the  table  the  second  summer,  but  not  A'ery  freely 
until  the  third.

CULTURE — Sow  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the  ground  can  be  worked  and  every  two  weeks 
after  for  a succession  up  to  the  first  week  of  July.  For  general  crop  sow  about  the  middle 
of  May.  The  soil  should  be  light  sandy  loam,  well  enriched  with  stable  manure  and  plowed 
and  harrowed  until  very  fine.  Sow  in  drills  one  foot  to  fifteen  inches  apart,  and  when  well 
up,  thin  to  from  four  to  six  inches.  The  young  beets  pulled  out  of  the  rows  are  excellent  used 
as  greens.

As  soon  as  frost  oc- 
curs. dig  the  crop.  But 
in  order  to  be  well  pre- 
served for  gradual 
consumption  during 
the  winter.  Mangel-

perhaps  six  feet  on  a 
dry.  sloping  situation ; 
cover  at  first  Avith  a 
piece  of  caiiA^as  and  as 
the  cold  increases 
should  be  replaced  by 
about  six  inches  of 
either  hay,  straAA^  sea 
AA’eed  or  even  corn- 
stalks. Lest  this  cov- 
ering be  displaced  bj^ 
the  AAund.  a light  layer 
of  earth  is  necessary. 

So  soon  as  this  surface 
soil  becomes  frozen 
about  six  or  eight 
inches  more  of  earth 
should  be  placed  OA’er

They  are  excel- 
lent and  deserve  much  wider  culture  than  is 
usual  in  this  country.

Brussels  Sprouts 

CULTURE — Sow  in  May  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  Cauliflower  and  transplant  in  July, 
one  foot,  apart,  in  the  rows,  which  should  be 
one  and  one-half  feet,  apart.  In  gardens, 
both  large  and  small,  Brussels  Sprouts  are, 
without  exception,  the  very  best  winter  vege- 
table that  can  be  grown.  The  real  sprout  is 
not  much  larger  than  a marble,  and  as  firm 
and  hard  almost  as  the  stalk  itself.  These 
are  the  sorts  which  cooks  prefer.  They  strip 
oft  the  outer  covering,  cook  them  whole,  and 
serve  them  up  artistically  in  that  fashion. 
When  cooked  through  and  no  more,  such 
Sprouts  melt  in  the  mouth  like  the  tenderest 
Cauliflower,  and  are  equally  as  good.

CrUTURE — Soil  for  Cabbage  should  be  a rich  and  heavy  loam,  with  good  drainage.  Start 
seed  for  early  varieties  in  a hot  bed  or  in  boxes  in  the  house.  In  a month  the  plants  Avill  be 
in  condition  to  transplant,  taking  care,  in  planting,  to  set  the  young  plants  down  to  the  first 
leaves.  Transplant  in  spring  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked,  setting  the  plants  two  feet 
apart  one  way  and  from  twelve  to  fifteen  inches  the  other,  according  to  the  variety.  For 
late  or  winter  crops  the  seed  is  sown  in  May,  and  the  plants  set  out  in  the  second  week  of  July. 
In  this  case  they  are  set  in  rows  2 by  8 feet,  so  as  to  work  them  with  a horse  and  cultivator. 
To  destroy  the  green  worm  that  is  so  destructive  to  the  leaves  and  heads  of  Cai)bage  and  C'auli- 
fiower,  an  experienced  grower  says ; “Take  one  ounce  of  saltpetre  and  dissolve  it  in  twelve 
quarts  of  water,  then  take  a short-handled  whisk  broom,  dip  it  in  the  solution  and  sprinkle 
the  plants  well.  One  application  is  sutficient  unless  the  stutf  is  Avashed  otf  by  heavy  rains. 
The  liquid  being  perfectly  clear,  never  colors  the  CaulifloAAmr  or  Cabbage  heads.  To  prevent 
the  turnip  flea  from  attacking  the  young  plants,  sift  fine  air-slacked  lime  or  tobacco  dust  over 
them  as  soon  as  they  appear  aboAm  the  ground.

Seed  Potatoes

large  percentage  of  small  or  irregular  tubers. 

By  using  potatoes  from  hills  with  weak  vines  and  poor,  small  potatoes,  the  number  of  poor 
hills  is  largely  increased  each  season  until  the  yield  is  greatly  reduced. 

By  selecting  seed  from  the  best  hills  and  using  them  for  seed  a strain  of  potatoes  that  will 
yield  "twice  as  much  as  common  seed  can  easily  be  produced.

We  notice  when  using  this  selected  seed  that  the  vines  are  stronger  and  more  vigorous  than 
usual,  and  there  are  no  poor,  weak  hills.
